Two Passages Given by Ou 
Opponent Carefuliy Com- 
pared and Explained. 





No Prejudice, Only the 
Truth is Wanted. 





If the Bible declares that 
women shall not preach the 
gospel of Jesus Christ then 
we will accept it and ac- 
knowledge that many of the 
good women have been mis- 
taken in their calling. It will 
alsobe necessary to calla 
halt to the men, who have 
been encoutaging the prac- 
tice. 

Qur opponent in the “Flor- 
ida Baptist Witness” previ- 
ously referred to, as stated in 
our last article, advised us to 
“read what it (the Bible) does 
say about women preaching.” 

Last week we gave the 
first of the five passages re- 
ferred toby the gentleman. 
We made no comment, but 
left it for our friends to read 
and examine for themselves. 
This text was given as a 
proof against women preach- 
ing. I venture to say that 
many have turned to the pas- 
sage in their Bibles the past 
wéek and as they read it 
over and over have wonder- 
ed what there was in that 
verse to prove that women 
should not preach. 


In his article the writer 
places the five passages in a 
cluster together and does not 
attempt to show even why 
he uses them. Then he fol- 
lows by saying: “Were there 
any women among these first 
preachers? Can you find one 
in the Bible whoever 
preached? If so, where?” 
Then instead of trying to 
throw any light on the pas- 
sages he marked out; or at- 
tempting to answer his own 
questions by a positive “no,” 
he adds, “It is unscriptural, 
unwomenly, and immodest 
for them to do so.” 

When I give his next sen- 
tence many will see tha at 
this juncture there came the 
shadow of a doubt over his 
mind, like the shadow ofa 
fleeting cloud some sunshiney 
day. “If they do,” he adds, 
“should not they cut their 
hair short, adorn themselves 
in male attire, and be willing 





to sacrifice some of the fi 
sensibilities of woman é 
As if the gospel in some 
sense carried withita de- 





grading influence. As if it 
was dishonorable fora wo- 
man to tell people about a 
Savior that saves people from 
sin. Asiftodo this would 
require her to drop down in- 
to some disreputable position 
that would compel her to lay 
aside her chastity and wo- 
manliness. What a question 
to run off from the end of a 
pen handled by a man who 
considers himself able to at- 
tack and slay what he names 
“the holiness propaganda.” 
In this question alone is 
couched enough to con- 
vince any fair minded man 
or woman that he is not able 
to meet and slay the little 
David like movement that is 
to soon develop into a mighty 
army. 

Think of the “finer  sensi- 
bilities of womanhood” hav- 
to be forsaken to give out the 
most honorable message that 
the inhabitants of this world 
have ever been entrusted 
with. Think of the two Ma- 
ries, who were early at the 
sepulchre on that glorious 
resurrection morning when 
our Lord arose from the 
tomb, losing their “finer sen- 
sibilities of womanhood” to 
carry the first resurrection 
message to the disciples. If 
the delivery of such a mes- 
sage would necessitate the 
sacrifice of the “finer sensi- 
bilities of womanhood’ the 
angel never would have told 
them to “go your way, and 
tell his disciples and Peter.” 
He would more likely have 
delivered the message him- 
self, which he could have 
done very well; but no, the 
angel conferred upon woman 
the highest honor, and to her 
paid he the highest tribute of 
respect to entrust her with 
the first resurrection message 
to deliver it to His chosen 
disciples. 

The gentleman concludes 
his argiment (?) against wo- 
men preaching by saying, 
“Woman by aature is_ unfit- 
ted for such a task, for I tell 
you this thing of preaching 
the gospel to a jeering world 
isin eyery way “a man’s 
job.” You will please notice 








for thus it is written, and 
e the Scripture to prove 


hat his statement 1s true. 


Now we will take up his 
Scripture references one at 
atime and deal with them 
honestly and fairly. 
Please bear in mind that he 
means for each one to be 
proof against the right of wo- 
men to preach. 

The first passage as given 
last week is 1 Cor. 11:5, “But 
every woman that prayethor 
prophesieth with her head 
uncovered dishonoreth her 
head: for that is even all one 
as if she were shaven.” It 
will be noticed here that the 
apostle does not object 
to woman praying or proph- 
esying if she has her head 
covered. The word “prophe- 
sy” does not only mean to 
“foretell future events,” but 
our standard for the definition 
of English words gives it 
“preach.” According to this 
definition that no one can 
take exceptions to it would 
not do any violence to lan- 
guague nor this text of Script- 
ture to make it read thus: 
But every woman that prays 
or preaches with her head 
uncovered dishonors her 
head. This does not say it 
is a dishonor to preach. Paul 
only says if she preaches she 
will dishonor her head if 


her head is not’ cov- 
ered while she 
preaches. This 1s a_ plain 


confession by Paul that wo- 
men will preach to which he 
does not object, but he ad- 
vises that while they preach 
they should have their head 
covered. Even if she should 
preach with her head un- 
covered Paul does not say it 
would be wrong, he only| - 
says to do so would be a dis- 
honor to her head. He ex- 
plains this by saying that for 
a woman to have long hair is 
isa glory to her and if this 
hair has been shaved off the 
glory has departed from her. 
And if she preaches while that 
glory is off of her head her 
headis dishonored. He ex- 
plains this fully in the 15th 
verse, “But if a woman bave 
long hair, it is a glory to her: 
for her hair is given her for a 
covering.” in the 6th verse 
the apostle shows that he has 
no intention to forbid women 
preaching even if their hair 
has been shorn for some pur- 
pose, but he says if itis a 








= 


shame and dishonor to her 
head to be shorn or shaven 
while she preaches let her 
head be covered—in other 
words let her hair grow out 
long “for her hair is given her 
for a covering. But not nec- 
essarily quit preaching be- 
cause her hair is off for some 
unavoidable cause. 

To make this a little plain- 
errefer to verse four and 
read: “Every man praying 
or prophesying, having his 
head covered, dishonoreth 
his head.” ~All have to ac- 
knowledge that man _ was 
given the privilege of preach- 
ing and commissioned by Je- 
sus to propagate the gospel. 
Whether his hair is long or 
short it is his duty to preach, 
but Paul infers that it isa 
shame for a man to have long 
hair. 

Now read the fourth and 
fifth verses and they read just 
alike except one refers to the 
man and the other the wo- 
man. Then we conclude if 
the fourth verse teaches that 
aman can preach, the fifth 
teaches Just as fully that a 
woman can preach, but Paul 
advises that the man shall 
have short hair and the wo- 
man have long hair. There 
is the only difference. 

After having thus reasoned 
about these Scriptures it is 
plain to see that the first 
verse the gentleman uses to 
condemn women preaching 
is turned right back on him 
and proves to bein favor 
of women preaching. And 
after all of Paul’s discussion 
about long hair and short hair 
he adds in the 16th verse, 
that “we have no such cus- 


tom, neither the churches of|li 


God,” as if to say there is no 











custom where the men wear 
long hair and the women 
have their hair shaved. And 
the men and women alike are 
each expected to go right on 
praying and prophesying or 
preaching; the men to have 
short hair and the women to 
have long hair. 

The second passage given 
to condemn women preach- 
ingis 1 Cor. 11:13. “Judge in 
yourselves: is it comely that 
a woman pray unto God un- 
covered?” In this text there 
is no mention of preaching, 
I suppose that the gentleman 
wishes to show by this verse 
that public service of any 
kind is unbecoming for a wo- 
man. The next verse shows 
that Paul was again referring 
to the hair and not the pray- 
er. Bearin mind that the 
woman’s long hair is given to 
her for this covering. “For 
her hair is given her for a 
covering.” Verse 15. Nota 
hat, or bonnet, or veil, or 
hood but her leng hair that is 
a glory to het. This shall be 
acovering for her and by 
having the long hair it pre- 
vents dishonor to her head 
while she prays or preaches. 

Space will not permit the 
continuance of the subject 
under these two passages, 
neither can we takeup the 
other three at this time, but 
we have been made to see 
that the first two references 
are an entire failure as proof? 
against women preaching. 4

the spiritual life develops 
more and more, and we get 
further and futher from the 
works of the flesh and the 
carnal life, but if we fail to go 
on with God, keeping 
obediently His words, we 
lapse back into the works of 
the flesh. This is what many 
who have made a_ good start 
spiritually are now doing. 
Perhaps their crucifixion was 
not so thorough as it should 
be in some cases, or it may 
be that they have gotten their 
eyes on the world about them. 
Still itis very true that no 
matter how much or little 
grace we formerly possessed, 
if we do not continue follow- 
ing on obediently in all the 
duties God has enjoined up- 
on us, that we will grow cold 
very quickly and drift away. 


We would like to notice 
some of the things that are to 
be kept up that we may con- 
tinue in the grace of God. 

After the outpouring at 
Pentecost it was said, “And 
they continued stedfastly in 
the apostles doctrine and 
fellowship, and in breaking 
of bread, and in prayers.” 
Acts 2:42. 

1. “The apostles doctrine.” 
That means the doctrines 
that are necessary to godliness. 
Some say it matters not what 
we believe so our hearts are 
right.It is what we believe and 
practice that makes us right. 
The truth believed and 
practiced is the road to God 
and heaven. It is impossible 
for us to reach our desired 
destination traveling on the 
wrong road. 

St. Paul says “Be not car- 
ried about with divers and 
strange doctrines. For it is 
a good thing that the heart be 
established with grace.” The 
doctrines of the gospel form 


the basis and frame work, | 


so that the grace of God may 
abide and abound in the 
heart and life. “But if the 
foundations be destroyed 
what can the righteous do?” 
When we break off from the 
doctrines of truth this breaks 
our connection with God in 
the spirit, hence we are 
powerless as we are out of 
touch with our source of 
life, strength and power. 

Let us search the scriptures 
with an eye to knowing, that 
we may practice continually 


those truths that keep the 
soul in touch with heaven’s 
supply of victory. Jesus said 
“the words that I speak unto 
you they are spirit and they 
are life’. Let us do what 
we can to get the world in 
touch with those words, for 
none other can bring the soul 
out of sin and into a life of 


perpetual sunshine and vic- 
tory. 

2. “ Fellowship.” This 
means being a companion 
with those who are following 
on with the Lord, one among 
God’s elect. We need this 
fellowship. We need to stay 
in close touch with those who 
know God. The fire burns 
in their hearts, and the light 
shines around their associ- 
ation with them as a means 
of stirring us up It strength- 
ens our faith, gives new en- 
thusiasm to hold true and 
press forward no matter how 
much tried. St. Paul seeing 
the necessity of fellowship of 
the saints exhorted the He- 
brews that they should not 
forsake the assembling of 
themselves together. Neg- 
lecting public worship and 
shunning the spiritually mind- 
ed is often one of the first in- 
dications of backsliding. 

3. “Prayers.” This is one 
of the most important of all 
the Christian’s duties. No 
doubt Satan works harder to 
keep him from this exercise 
than most anything else. 

Nothing is more sure than 
that a Christian who leaves 
off prayer will loose out. He 
is easy prey for the tempter, 
and on the other hand it is 
sure that a man who keeps 
prayed up will keep the vic- 
tory and hold on his way to- 
ward heaven. 

The exhortation of St. Paul 
is, “Be careful for nothing but 
in everything by prayer and 
supplication with thanksgiv- 
ing let your requests be made 
known unto God, and the 
peace of God which passeth 
all understanding shall keep 
your hearts and minds 
through Christ Jesus.” 

The exercise of prayer 
mixes well with all the affairs 
of life. 


Itis through prayer that 
we know the value of all the 
promises in Christ Jesus. As 
Wwe pray without ceasing ev- 
ery where and in all things 
we abide and abound in the 
spirit, where the fruits, gifts 
and graces may develop, 
abide and thrive. 

How many today have 
leanness of soul because of 
their careless way of living. 
Only the diligent, faithful 
servants enjoy the full inheri- 
tance of the saints in light. 
Let us do our best that we 
may be among the chosen 
few who shall enter into the 
marriage supper of the Lamb.
